GERMAN ARMY INCREASE. 


Considerable opposition was shown, in the 
Budget Committeo of the Reichstag, to the 
demonds mado by the Government for military 
expenditure. Genoral yon Einem, the Minister 
‘of Wor, proposed that the cavalry of the German 
army nbould lo increased by 28 new equadronx 
At present this branoh of the rervice consists of 
482 squadrons, each of which numbers on s pence 
footing 142 officers and men. The increas: 
proposed by the Government would, therofore, 
poise the total number of squadrons to 510, and 
the numerical strength would be incrossed from 
approximately 68,400 to about 72,400), General 
yon Einem declared that 59 new squadrons 
wore in roulity required to raiga tha nuworica\ 
strength of the cavalry to the nocessary figure, 
but the Government only asked now for an in- 


* orease of 28 squadrons as a temporary mousure. 

The War Minister supported hia demand for 
28 now squadrons by making confidential 
atatemonts, which are witheld from publication 
aa military. secrets; but after a short debate 

. the committee rejected the proposal to raise 28 

new squadrons by 16 against ten votes, An 
amondwent proposing the formation of 18 
aqundrons, inoreasing the total’ number to 500, 
was rejected by the same majority.
